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Johnson, Humphrey Poised For Battle 


ATLANTIC CITY, N J. (AP) 
— The team of Lynden B. John­ 
son of Texas and Hubert H. 
H u m p h r e y 
of 
Minnesota 
squared off today for the 1964 
presidential battle with thunder-! 
ing Democratic convention ac-1 
claim behind them as the party 
nominees. 
All that remained to kick off 
the hostilities with the Republi­ 
can Goldwater-Miller ticket was 
President Johnson's formal ac­ 
ceptance tonight of the presi­ 
dential nomination he won by 
acclamation Wednesday night. 
Humphrey also will formally 
accept 
the 
vice 
presidential 
nomination. 
Johnson was expected to tell 
delegates, assembled for a ses­ 


sion at which the late President 
John F. Kennedy was to be 
memorialized, that his will be a 
campaign aimed at achieving 
prosperity and peace. 
He might also give the party 
faithful something to yell about 
by jibing at GOP presidential 
nominee Barry Coldwater and 
his running mate, Rep. William 
E. Miller. 
In a dramatic turn to a con­ 
vention that had followed form 
so closely it was on the dull 
side, Johnson broke a string of 
precedents. 
The President had held on to 
his secret that Humphrey was 
his choice for the vice president 
tial nomination until he was 
ready to board a plane to Atlan-, 


tic City. Humphrey, who had 
flown to Washington at the 
President’s command, was at 
his side. 
Taking the senator by the 
arm, Johnson walked over to 
newsmen standing behind a bar­ 
rier and said: “Meet the next 
vice president.” 
The world thus learned of the 
selection, about three hours be­ 
fore many delegates to this con­ 
vention knew that it had been 
made. No modern president had 
ever kept counsel about a run­ 
ning mate so long 
Johnson, Humphrey and Sen 
Thomas J. Dodd. D-Conn., who 
also had been summoned to the 
white house from Atlantic City, 
'then boarded a plane. Johnson 


! watched 
on 
television 
while 
Gov. John F. Connally of Texas 
placed his name in nomination. 
The reason for Dodd’s quick 
trip remained a mystery. The 
Connecticut senator said he had 
told the President to “include 
me out” of consideration for the 
vice presidential nomination. 
Speculation among high party 
officials was that the Connecti­ 
cut .senator had been offered 
appintment as Attorney General 
when Robert F. Kennedy steps 
out of that office to make the 
race for the Senate in New 
York. This might bring National 
Chairman John M. Bailey into 
the picture as a passible succes­ 
sor if Dodd accepted the Cabi­ 
net post. 


Johnson hadn’t been sched­ 
uled to visit the convention until 
today. But as soon as his nomi­ 
nation was acclaimed with a 
tumultuous, 
banner 
waving, 
flag-flying 
demonstration, 
he 
strode to the platform. 
Flanked by his wife and two 
daughters, he said he was hap­ 
py about the honor done him. 
He said he would be back to tell 
the delegates, who bulged the 
hall to overflowing, about his 
plans for “an overwhelming 
victory for our party and our 
nation” in the November ballot­ 
ing 
He complimented the dele­ 
gates on a platform “on which I 
am proud to stand” and on their 
settlement of delegate seating 


squabbles in the Mississippi and 
Alabama delegations. 
Then the President laid low 
another precedent by launching 
into a stem-winding nominating 
speech for Humphrey. He said 
he had spent “long and prayer­ 
ful hours” and had consulted 
with party leaders from every 
section of the country before 
deciding on “the man best qual­ 
ified to assume the office of the 
President of the United States 
should that day come.” 
Then, after holding back the 
name for tantalizing seconds, he 
came out with the name: “Sen­ 
ator Hubert Humphrey.”

Sept. 9 Deadline 
Set For Walkout If 
Contraet Talks Fail 


DETROIT (AP) - The United 
Auto Workers Union has singled 
out Chrysler Corp. a« its No. I 
strike target in efforts to secure 
new contracts for the nation’s 
half-million auto plant workers. 
UAW President Walter Reu- 
ther told newsmen Wednesday 
night that the walkout at Chrys­ 
ler would begin at IO a m. Sept. 
9 if no settlement is forthcoming 
by that time. 
Reuther said Chrysler, Gener­ 
al Motors and Ford — the auto 
industry’s Big Three — all had 
adopted a “narrow, selfish atti­ 
tude” in negotiations and are 
denying workers their fair share 
or record breaking profits. 
The union’s contracts with all 
three firms expire Monday, but 
Reuther said the strike deadline 
was set beyond Labor Day to 
allow several extra days at the 
bargaining table in efforts to 
avoid a walkout. 
President Johnson is expected 
to open his campaign in De­ 
troit’s Cadillac Square on Labor 
Day. 
Observers have pointed out 
that with a auto strike in pro­ 
gress. the President might have 
found such an appearance be­ 
fore a labor rally to be embar­ 
rassing.

Bin Sale Seen 
As Result Of 
Grain Control 


LISBON - Clifford S h a w , 
officer manager of the Colum­ 
biana County Agricultural Sta­ 
bilization and Conservation Ser­ 
vice, said persons interested in 
buying bins for grain storage 
may contact the ASC commit­ 
tee’s headquarters here. 
He reported the sale of train 
bins at Bin Site 106 in Sandusky 
County, comprised 25 bins with 


'an overall capacity of 68,660 
bushels. These bins were sold at 
public auction, all to farmers 
residing in Sandusky and sur­ 
rounding counties. 
The nationwide sale of bins 
and the vacating of bin sites 
considered in excess of needs is 
the result of the continued suc­ 
cess of the voluntary feed grain 
programs, he said. 
In Ohio, farmers have divert­ 
ed 3.489,410 acres from the pro­ 
duction of feed grain in the past 
four years. If com had been 
produced on these acres at the 
state average yield per acre, 
267,834,300 bushels more com 


would have been added to the 
national surplus from the coun­ 
ty, he said. 
With the current limited de­ 
mand for grain uses, the excess 
com produced would have ex­ 
erted a pronounced downward 
pressure on feed grain prices. 
Indirectly, this would have low­ 
ered producer prices for beef, 
dairy, hogs and poultry prod­ 
ucts. he pointed 
out. 
“The program has held the 
surplus of feed grain to a man­ 
ageable level, providing a re­ 
duction in storage costs to the 
taxpayers. Farm and local com­ 
munity incomes have been in­ 


creased through the diverted 
acres and price support pay­ 
ments made to participating 
producers. 
“The acres actually diverted 
have been devoted to conserv­ 
ing uses, thereby increasing the 
fertility and productivity of the 
farms involved. Such a conser­ 
vation program has helped build 
the 
soil 
resources 
of 
t h e 
rural area—the real wealth of 
the community and the property 
base for taxation for our rural 
schools and many other local 
community services,” he com­ 
mented.

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Hints from Heloise 


— By Heloise Cruse - 


Dear Gals: Here is something 
for those of you who have 
blenders . . . lucky gals. 
I finally learned to use my 
blender for grated carrot salad, 
and here’s how: 
Fill the blender one-third full 
of water and turn the machine 
on LOW. 
While the water is churning, 
take your k n ife and cut 
the 
c a rr o ts 
into 
chunks 
(about one-half inch) and drop 
them into the blender 
(one 
chunk at a time, very quick­ 
ly). Soon as you finish the sec­ 
ond carrot, turn the blender 
OFF. We don’t want pulverized 
baby food. 
Now, pick up your other three 
or four carrots (blender is OFF) 
and cut more small chunks on 
TOP of the finely grated car­ 
rots. I 
usually 
add 
a few 
radishes at this time. 
Now turn the blender on fast 
and turn it off quickly. On 
again and off again, etc., until 
the carrots are as fine as you 
want. 
Pour 
the 
chopped 
food 
through your strainer so the 
water can drain. Or you can 
use a piece of nylon net for 
this and wring it out beautifully. 


ONE MAY also add a bit of 
cabbage to the carrots. 
Pure cabbage slaw c a n be 
made the same way. If you like 
onion in the slaw, put it in at 


the same time. It’s so pulver-i 
ized that it will be distributed 
beautifully. 
Aren’t i n e x p e nsive salads 
wonderful? ‘Specially when they 
can be made up hours ahead of 
time, or the day before. 
I use a dressing made of one- 
half cup of mayonnaise 
(no! 
salad dressing) one-fourth cup 
of sugar, and one-fourth cup of 
vinegar. Mix it well and pour 
over any of the above.

ANSWER: We should he glad we don t live in the old 
days when dueling was a fashion and men went around car­ 
rying long swords and daggars as well. Apparently the pos­ 
session of such weapons tended to make their owners’ temp­ 
ers short; for stories from those days tell of hot-headed cava­ 
liers whipping out their swords in trifling provocation. The 
clothes of the time were heavy and cumbersome and tended 
to interfere with a man’s sword arm when he wanted to get 
his weapon out in a hurry. Buttons had become widely used. 
so clothes and capes were made to button with the left side 
over-lapping the right. With such an arrangement, as our pic­ 
ture suggests, our ancestors could unbutton their capes with 
the left hand while reaching for their swords with the right.
